The enormous sums of moncy required for the ptrpose of carrying on| 
the war necessitated the finding of new sources of national revenue not only || 
in Canada but in all countries. . The moncy had to be obtained quickly and 
in large sums. Existing sources of revenue were expanded to the full ex- 
tent possible and existing taxes were increased. But that was not sufficient— 
entirely new schemes in taxation had to be evolved and for the most part’ 
they had to take the form of the imposition of direct taxes, 

It was of the utmost importance, however, that such taxes, while cap- 
able of producing large sums, should be so devised as not to place an undue 
handicap on the producing capacity of the people and the country, because 
it was of equal importance that the producing powers of the country should 
be expanded to their utmost and every possible precaution taken not to 
hamper or curtail production. 

The tremendous demand for war equipment and materials of all Kinds | 
for the huge armics in the field ied to an almost immediate expansion in- 
‘certain lines of industry, demand exceeded production, and as a natural and 
inevitable consequence prices rose to unprecedented figures. It was equal- 
ly natural and inevitable that those men who were engaged in such lines 
of industry should reap enormous financial benefits and amass great wealth. 
Thus arose the body of profitcers. 

Soon there was a widespread and very popular demand that in levying 
taxation for war purposes, the Government should specifically single out 
those who were making moncy in hitherto unknown quantities because of | 
the war. Responding to that demand the Governments in many countries ° 
imposed Excise Profits taxes. In thedry such taxes may have been sound 
enough; in practice they worked out very badly, and in many ways detrimen- 
tal to-the cduntry, _ In some cases they operated to discourage legitimate 
‘business initiative and enterprise; they discouraged development and expan- 
sion; they encouraged recourse to all sorts of devious methods for covering 
tp profits, and led to wasteful methods in business and unnecessary expendi- 
tures tnder the heading of so-called expenses of business, And in the 
caseg of individuals and firms doing business in a comparatively small way 
but under.great difficulty they were an actual cause of embarrassment, It 
is now frankly recognized. that, instead of taxing excess profits, steps ought 
to have been taken to prevent their accumulation in the ‘first.instance. 

Before such excess profits taxes were imposed in Canada some men and | 
corporations had made many millions. In Canada a second blunder was 
made when the first war loans were.issued free from taxation, The way.

was at once opened for the investment 6f these millions, and of other ac- ape and the best medicine for, 


cumulated wealth, in the safest kind of security, at a high rate of interest, 
and absolutely guaranteed from taxation, and congequently freed from lia- 
bility to contribute anything to the upkeep of government or towards the 
cost of the war... In a word, ,those best able to pay were relieved of that 
responsibility and necessity. 

Another step in the evolution of war taxation in Canada was talcen by | 
the imposition of a Béderal income tax—a field of taxation which had) 
hithertd been regarded as appertaining to the provinces and municipalities. 
A proper Income Tax is, however, gencrally recognized as being a fair and 
proper method, provided the conditions under which it is levied and the! 
machinery devised for its administration and collection are fair and just. In 
Canada, however, the methods devised for the imposition and collection of 
the Income Tax are such as to arouse most bitter feclings on the part of 
the people. The system is complicated and highly confusing; the adminis- 
tration is autocratic; the manner of enforcing payment intolerable to a 
democratic and self-respecting people, and, the whole extravagantly expen- 
sive in operation, 

Instead of a simple plan of administration and collection through exist- 
ing municipal agencies being followed, a most elaborate department was 
created, employing a small army of men and women. The most minute 
detailed information is called for, and an outrageous fist of penalties pro- 
vided for even minor breaches in the observance of this claborate scheme. 
There are normal taxes, super-taxes, percentage additional taxcs, additions 
for this and substractions for that, and penalties galore, until the proverbial | 
Philadelphia lawyer would be hard put to it to know what i is required of the

ordinary individual citizen and what is not. 

As a result there has sprung into existence a new group of middlemen 
who are reaping a rich reward in advising the poor be ildered citizen how 
to male out a tax return and thus keep himself out of the clutches of a law 
he has no desire nor deliberate intention of disobeying. - Canada’s Income , 
Tax seems to have been framed upon the assuniption that the citizens of 
this Dominion are essentially dishonest and unpatriotic, and in not a few: 
instances the tax is being administered in much the same spirit. All right; 


in principle, the Income Tax in Canada is sadly in need of reform in its de- 
tails and administration.

The heart of a watch is the balance- 
wheel and unless it is perfectly con- 
structed and made to withstand vary? 
ing changes in temperature it will not 
pulsate accurately, and will soon cause 
the watch to lose or gain. On ac- 
count of the different temperatures 
which the ordinary watch must with- 
stand, it is necessary*for the balance- 
wheel to be made of metals which ex- 
pand and contrast at rates which off- 
set each other. © For this reason the 
wheel is made of fincly-tempered 
steel, while set around the rim in such 
a manner as to preserve perfect bal- 
ance are bits of brass which act as a 
check upon the expansion or contrac- 
tion of the steel. When it is remem- 
bered that the balance-wheel of a 
watch pulsates some 430,000 times a 
day, and that the delicate mechanism 
must be adjusted to withstand changes 
of temperature ranging from body- 
heat to a number of degrees below 
zero, it will be seen that ‘precautions 
‘stich as the use of at Ieast two metals 
are essential to the opcration of a 
watch which will keep perfect time,

State Credit Shattered And Receiver- 
. ship Has Been Suggested. 


POLITICS_IN FINANCE 


A Situation Which Should Be Cate- 


fully Studied By .Those Who 
Propose Government Banks 
In Canada. 


The advantages of the Canadian 
branch bank system are being more 
and more appreciated in the United 
States. Floyd W. Parsons, in the 
“Saturday Evening Post,” declares 
that money is cheaper in Canada than 
in the U.S. because of the efficient 
banking system. The collapse of the 
banking system in North Dakota 
is responsible for general criticism of 
the attempts at socialistic financing 
in that state which should be care- 
fully considered by those who advo- 
cate government banks in Canada. 
Bank managers should post them- 
selves on these developments as pro- 
viding an effective reply to the critics 
of the Canadian banks—J. W.. T. 


There is a lesson for the radicals of 
Canadian provincial finance in the lat- 
est fiasco of North Dakota banking 
and finance... American bankers, both 
East and West, during the week turn- 
ed down North Dakota’s proposed 
$6,000,000 bond issues, though tempt- 
ed with-a 9 per cent. interest rate. 


‘Tt is a significant commentary on 
North Dakota’s situation that efforts 
to borrow money for the state at 9 
per cent. interest have failed, while 
South Dakota sold $5,000,000 of rural 
credit bonds bearing 6 per cent. inter- 
est in Chicago last month at a prem- 
ium,” declares the New York Tims, 


“What has been happening in North 
Dakota is the outcome of 5 olitical in- 
terference with the operatic ng of busi- 
ness and banking,” says the New York 
Journal of Commerce, adding, “bank- 
ing is emphatically the Hne of busi- 
ness in which politics or political con- 
siderations do most harm and pro- 
duce dangerotis conditions most 
quickly.” 

North Dakota's banking misery has 
been further accelerated with the an- 
nouncement this week of the 35th 
state bank failure, the outcome of a 
situation that bears particular signifi- 
cante’in Canada at a moment of pro- 
‘posed class: legislation in banking. 
North Dakota has learned the lesson 
that seems to face some of our own 
province “if they persist in radical 
finance, that no one state can exist 
a law unto itself; that sooner or later 
it must come to a recognition of its 
neighbor. Its behavior in the mean- 
i time must be such that its ncighbor 
will at all times—in feast or famine 

—be willing to extend the hand of 
friendship. To-day North Dakota’s 
neighbors refuse to be “friendly” be- 
cause of North Dakota's behavior; 
North Dakota’s neighbors refuse the 
loan that North Dakota needs. 


“A complete turnover of the State 
Government and abandcenment of the 
Socialistic program would, it is be- 
lieved, restore confidence in North 
Dakota among investors and probably 

nothing else would do it,” comm«nts 
the’ Minneapolis correspondent of the 
New York Times, adding: “That is 
something which North Dakota would 

ihave to work out for herself withotft 
outside dictation.” 


Political Interference. 


North Dakota’s predicaments in 
business and banking come at an op- 
portunc time to warn possible sym- 
pathizers with the non-partisan drive 
in our Canadian West, for North Da- 
kota'’s banking’ and business were 
primarily upset by political inter- 
ference. The banks are said not to 
be insolvent in the usual sense, but 
simply to be carrying long term and 

overdue assets obtained in the effort 
to sustain the local farmers during a 
period of stress. According to others, 
| there i is in the North Dakota institu- 
| tions a good deal of paper, secured 

by farm products at excessive prices, 
which can be liquidated only in tne 
event that these products return to 
their old high-price levels—a most un- 
likely development. At all events it 
is clear that many banks in that part 
of the state have become badly 

“tied up" and cannot meet their obli- 

gations at once. What is the exact 

status of the state’s own banking 
enterprises and interests there is said 
to be no sufficient evidence to show. 


Though unable to help the State 
Treasury and the State Bank of 
North Dakota at this time, word 
comes from Minneapolis that . the 
bankers there aré@ standing by North 
Dakota banks, all which are said to be 
more or less embarrassed by the fin- 
ancial deadlock with the Bank of 
North Dakota. Predictions are 
made, ¢tccording to the New York 
Times, that the virtual insolyenty of 
the Bank of North Dakota and the 
closing of the Scandinavian-American 
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urcanary bright and chi 
vie by feeding hina bina exrlanvely ba rock'e

Failure of State Control In 
Banking. 


Liquidation of the -Bank of 
North Dakota means the closing. 
of the only state controlled cen- 
tral bank in the United States. It 
was organized as the hub of the 
Non-Partisan League industrial 
program, with a capital-of $2,000,- 
000 and deposits of over $26,000,- 
000, due to its being the depository: 
of all-state, county and municipal 
funds by law. For the last four 
years it has been the dominating 
figure in North Dakota banking. 
Business men have always 
doubted the ability of a state to 
carry on a bank, build homes, cle- 
vators and mills, and extend cx- 
tensive credit to farmers without 
getting into difliculties. During 
the period in which the Non-Par- 
tisan League was in power the 
bank and the program flourished, 
but with the failure of its political 
banking and the inability to sell 
its bonds it began to totter. Ex- 
pectations of its failure were 
‘common among business men some 
time ago. 


Bank of Fargo, N.D., will bring the 


suspension of perhaps one hundred 
banks in addition to the thirty-five 
closed so far. d 

The clasticity of the Canadian 
branch bank system becomes morc 
than ever apparent as the result’ of 
the North Dakota banking deadlock. 
“Properly understood," opines the 
New York Journal of Commerce, 
“the North Dakota banking enterprise 
ought to educate the community for 
years to come in respect to the fun- 
damental principles of credit and its 
extension.” 


Recéivership for the State. 


The Wall Street Journal suggests 
that North Dakota should go into a 
receivership: 

What is obviously needed in the 
state of North Dakota is a receiver- 
ship for the state itself. The offer of 
outside banks, possibly already com- 
mitted, to finance bonds of the state 
“bank! is paralicled not by the sol- 
vent financing of a well-governed 
state, taxed reasonably, but by the 
sale of receivership certificates for a 
bankrupt corporation which has 
floundered into enterprise of an in- 
creasingly visionary and speculative 
kind. 

On September 25 last our special 
correspondent in the Northwest fully 
handled the control of North Dakota 
by that blatant conspiracy known as 
the Townlcy Non-Partisan League. 
He pointed owt the inevitable conse- 
quences: 

“Every North Dakota taxpayer is 
now an tinlimited partnerin a bank 
to make large and devastating insolv- | 
ency a certainty, This is not to say: 
that the bank is insolvent, But the 
state of North Dakota is moving to- 
wards that condition, and as. the 
Townley league owns the president of ' 
the bank (an ex-livery stable keeper), | 
the state officials, the courts and a 
sufficient number of flaw-makers—a! 
condition which makes New York’'s' 
Tammany under Bill Tweed, in the 
early '70s, look like the merest petty 
larceny—it will-work out its inevit- 
able conclusion. It is only a question; 
of time.” 

It was only a question of time—of 
less than five montis, to be exact. 
Under the auspices of the vociferous 
Townley and his gag, the North Da- 
kota taxpayer, which means the North 
Dakota fargner, was carried into en- 
terprises of which he knew nothing. 
He was exploited in all of them. It 
is true that Townley knew as little as 
the farmer about the capable conduct 
of solvent business, But all he and 
his confederates wanted was “Sucker” 
money. They had no more concern 
about the finish of their enterprises 
than Ponzi, Ferdinand Ward or “Get 
rich quick” Miller, 

Accordingly the North Dakota tax- 
payer was plunged into somcthing 
euphemistically called “banking,” and 
skinned. He was plunged into flour 
milling, disastrously. He was in- 
dutged in the “independ-nt” market- 
ing of his grain, and milked alike on 
price and commission. He was tak- 
cn into a chain- store gamble, called 

“co-operation,” and taxed, going and 
coming. Tle was fleeced for hail in- 
surance, DBolshevist literature and 
teaching in schools, public ownership 
of both public and private utilities, 
and a complete Socialist outfit. 

Ke has been squeezed dry. If 
the state Bank of North Dakota 
which was not a bank in any real 
sense of the word but mercly a de- 
pository of public funds, using liquid 
asscts to finance non-liquid sccurilies, 
represented the state, as indeed it did; 
the state is insolvent if the bank is 
insolvent. Nothing but a virtual re- 
ceivership will show the North Dakota 
taxpayer where he stands, When 
our correspondent wrote, the farmer 
could have sold his wheat at better 
than two, dollars a bushel, and his 
own solvency might have enabled him 
te keep his leaky ship of state affoat. 
But by his own and the ‘Townley 
wheat pdol the farmer himself is 
largely insolvent. 

North Dakota was not, as the Non- 
Partisan Leaguers so proudly boasted, 
a laboratory for progress and free- 
dom. It was fooled to the (op of its 
bent. But it can perform a. great 
service to the country in standing as 
a warning for alf time. ‘The receiver- 
ship for the town of Elizabeth, New 
Jersey, had an admirable moral effect 
on city government everywhere. It 
is to the country's credit that it is 
necessary to go back nearly fifty years 
to find that parallel,

Local Anaesthetics, 


By Rea Proctor McGee, M.D., D.D.5., 
Editor Oral Hygiene. 


The local anaesthetic is a medicine 
that temporarily takes away the sen- 
sation of feeling from one part'of the 
body, leaving the rest of the body 
with,.its normal sensation. . We use 
the word “local” to differentiate this 
type of an anaesthetic from the “gen- 
eral" anaesthetic, which takes away 
the sensation from the entire body by 
putting the patient to sleep. 

The ‘first Local anaesthetic wag 
cocaine. It was used with varying - 
success, but with a great deal of dan- 
ger for a number of years, The de- 
sirability of a local anaesthetic and 
the danger of cocaine poisoning final- 
ly resulted in a scries of experiments 
to find out the exact chemical con- 
tents of cocaine. This, fortunately, 
was discovered and today we have a 
substance called novocaine—or, to use 
the proper. government word, pro- 
caine. This procaine is what we call 
a synthetic product. A synthetic is 
a chemical imitation of a natural drug. 
Procaine contains all of the elements 
of cocaine, except the poison, and, in 
addition, it is much more uniform 
in its strength. The results from its 
use.have been truly remarkable. By 
using procaine, the dentist is able to 
take away the sensation from any part 
of the face or jaws that he may de- 
sire, 

Formerly the local anaesthetic was 
injected with a hypodermic syringe 
around the exact spot where the oper- 
ation was to be performed. But now- 
adays the injection is made any point 
upon the main branch of the nerve 
that supplies the area to be operated 
upon, and the entire nerve branch is 
temporarily desensitized so that pain is 
absent. The use of the local anaes- 
thetic in nerve blocking, as this meth- 
od is called, was almost entirely de- 
veloped by investigators in’ America. 
Fortunately, we are now able to man- 
ufacture in this country all of the syn- 
thetic drugs that are necessary, so 
that we never again will be caught 
with a local anaesthetic famine, as 
we were at the beginning of the war.

* Mineral Farming - 


. Potash From Sea Water. 


‘Sea water contains 4 cérte worth 
of gold to the ton, and, in quantity, 
twice as much silver. Copper and 
other metals likewise contribute their 
salt to the ocean in’ appreciable 
amotnts-——as; indeed, might be expect- 


‘ed, inasmuch as rivers carry down to 


the sea all the materials’ of which the 
rocks of-the land are composed, in- 
cluding the metals contained in them. 
It is familiarly ‘known that certain 
marine plants—the kelps and other 
seaweeds—take up iodine and potash 
from the sea water, concentrating 
those minerals in their own structure.

to Supply Canadian Meat to Old 
Country. 

A far-reaching scheme in connec- 
tion with the cattle industry of West- 
ern Canada, having for its object the 
shipment of Canadian méat to Eur- 
ope in a chilled state is being con- 
sidered by the executive of the Unit- 
ed Farmers of Alberta, Very dili- 
gent enquiry has been made into the 
proposition by a committee of the 
Farmers’ Association and the conclu- 
ak arrived at is that the scheme is 
quite practicable, 

The’ scheme entails the establish- 
ment of killing and chilling stations, 
and a fast system of transportation in 
specially constructed cars, such as 
those used by Swift’s and others on 
the other side of the line. In addi- 
tion it would necessitate pioper stor- 
age facilities in Great Britain in order 
that the meat might be placed on the 
market in a proper condition, and 
when required. At the present time, 
the western farmer is somewhat 
handicapped by there being no steady 
market for production. A stockman 
might strike the market with a carload 
of indifferent cattle, that was only half 
finished, and get 8c for it; while the 
following day another man, with high

crude description. Modern methods 
have greatly improved the product 
and have led to an ever increasing de- 
mand.

Of the 20,000,000 
pounds, or thereabouts, produced an- 
nually in Canada, more than two- 
thirds have to be credited to Quebec. 
Ontario is officially reported to be 
responsible for five million pounds, 
and the Maritime Provinces for half 
a million pounds only. The other 
Provinces of Canada do not figure in 
the calculations. These facts are 
gathered from a timely pamphlet just 
issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Ottawa, of which J. B. Spen- 
cer, Director of Publicity, is the au- 
thor. From this well illustrated and 
technically detailed publication it is 
also learned that the production of 
maple sugar, and its equivalent in 
syrups, of late years has shown a ten- 
dency to decrease. From 1851 to 
1861 we are told the average yearly 
production ‘was about 13,500,000 
pounds, from 1861 to 1871 about 17,- 
500,000 pounds, from 1871 to 1881, 
19,000,000 pounds and from 1881 to 
1891, 22,500,000 pounds, 
‘was the pinnacle of annual production, 
for in the next decade the average 
per year was 21,200,000 pounds, and in 
Jater years the average has been little 
less than 20,000,000 pounds. It is 
thought that perhaps with the increase 
in price that has taken place recently 
greater production may be looked for. 
It is estimated that the value of the 
yearly manufacture of sugar and 
syrup is $2,000,000, and” that 50,000 
people are employed in the industry at 
the height of the season, which is of 
very short duration, extending over 
only five or six weeks at the most, 
Stringent laws against the adultera- 
ion of the product have been passed, 
especially in Quebec, where schools 
of instruction have been established 
and the Pure Maple Sugar and Syrup 
Co-operative Agricultural Association 
has been organized.

Seasonable 


Salads

An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining ‘to 
Household Management. 


In the summer time, when lettuce 
and tomatoes are rather plentiful and, 
therefore, fairly cheap, we find them 
on the average menu frequently. But 
in the winter some housewives forget 
that there is such a thing as salads. 

Out in California they serve a fine 
potato salad, The hot, boiled pota- 
toes—boiled just right at a bubble 
rather than a boil—are cut into half- 
inch cubes. Sufficient mayonnaise to 
well moisten is added. The potatoes, 
being hot, drink in the mayonnaise 
and acquire better flavor than when 
spread over cold ones, 

An equal quantity of.diced table 
celery is added and additional white 
pepper and salt. The salad js ar- 
ranged on leaves of lettuce on a 
pretty dish, and finely chopped hard- 
cooked egg sprinkled over the top. 
Stars cut from canned pimentos 
give the pretty touch of red, 

This salad is nourishing as well as 
attractive ,and, together with cold 
sliced ham and hot tea biscuits, makes 
a fine supper. 

In winter most everyone gets cab- 
bage. There are any number of de- 
vices on the market for shredding cab- 
And shredded cabbage salad 
is delicious when well made. Shred 
two cups of cabbage, pour cold water 
over and let stand an hour or more. 
Drain and dry in cheesecloth to re- 
move as much water as possible. Add 
an equal amount of cut celery cubes. 
Moisten with cream dressing, 

Since several readers have asked 
for Cream Dressing, the recipe fol- 
lows: In the top of a double boiler 
mix together one level teaspoonful 
each of dry mustard and salt and two 
level teaspoons of flour, one ‘and 
one-half teaspoon of powdered 
sugar, and a few grains of cayenne, 
Add one teaspoon of melted butter 
and the yolk of an egg, 

When will mixed, pour on very 
slowly one-thicd SPa measuring cup 
of vinegar. Cook over boiling 
water, stirring constantly until mix- 


ture thickens. Cool. Beat until 
stiff one-half a cup of thick cream 
and to the cream slowly add the 


other mixture, 

Another recipe for cabbage salad 
combines shredded cabbage soaked 
and dried with ‘half as much finely 
chopped pimento and a little green 


pepper. A_ little fincly chopped 
white onion may be added. The 
dressing is made by beating to- 


gether nine tablespoons of oil with 
three tablespoons of vinegar, Any 
desired seasonings may be added,
